Families in protest over quarry work 



Residents who are unhappy about levels of noise and dust at the Ketley Quarry site in Dudley Road, Kingswinford, are protesting against recycling plans 
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Around 150 angry residents crowded in 
front of the gates of a Black Country quarry, 
sporting banners and placards protesting 
over claims of excessive noise and dust. 

Pensioners, families and young children 
from in and around the Sandpipers estate, 
Kingswinford, turned out in a bid to high¬ 
light the problems they say have arisen 
since the quarry in Dudley Road changed 
hands to WCL Quarries earlier this year. 

They say lorries arrive at the site at 6am 
on weekdays. According to the company’s 


permit, work is not supposed to begin until 
8am. And they claim recycling work has 
started even though planning permission is 
still pending. 

Builder David Harte, 35, of Ploverdale 
Crescent, says he is having to wash his car 
three times a week due to the amount of 
dust billowing from the 55-acre site. 

He said: “If we have our windows open, 
you can see a thick layer of grime build up 
in no time. I bought a brand new car with 
special paintwork and I’m regretting it now. 


I’m terrified all this is going to ruin it.” 
Nicola Bradbury, 36, of Robin Close, turned 
out with her children, Alex, aged nine, and 
Eleanor, six. She said: “There are signifi¬ 
cant health issues with so much dust in the 
air.” Malcolm Roden, aged 65, who has lived 
next to the quarry since the estate was built 
more than 20 years ago, said: “There are 
traffic concerns - about 80 lorries a day 
come along here. The air is contaminated 
with dust and the roads are filthy.” 

Ward councillors Patrick Harley, Peter 


Miller and David Blood joined residents for 
the protest. WCL Quarries has applied to 
the council for permission to install a 
weighbridge on the Ketley Quarry site and 
widen the access road to 25ft, allowing 
larger lorries through. 

There is an application to carry out recy¬ 
cling work and for work to begin at 7am. 

More than 2,000 people in the area have 
signed a petition objecting to the proposals. 

WCL boss Simon Winner said: “We are in 
compliance with all planning permissions.”

Ben, Sonia, Mr Simmons and Mr Ramsey, who prevented 
her attacker continuing his horrific attack with no thought 
to their own safety,” they said. 

“It is hard to come to terms with the thought of someone 
wishing to kill our daughter. Even harder to know that this 
attack was premeditated. We wish to thank again all of the 
emergency services who attended to Chloe, to the air 
ambulance who took her so quickly to the Children’s Hos¬ 
pital, to the doctors, nurses and surgeons who treated her 
at the hospital helping her to make a remarkable recovery,” 
they said in a statement released through police. 

“Qur thanks to Clive Nutting, headmaster of Ridgewood 
High School, for the way the school responded and to the 
staff and students for their support and wishes. 

“Also thanks to family, friends and colleagues who have 
given us so much support. Today brings an end to what has 
been a horrible time for us. Chloe’s attacker is now behind 
bars and we feel justice has been done, we can now move 
on to enjoy life and watch Chloe grow into a young woman 
who is full of life.” 

Hero Ben, said: “I am pleased that Samuel Tomlinson 
chose to plead guilty and spared many the ordeal of having 
to give evidence in court. 

“I am delighted Chloe appears to be making a good recov¬ 
ery but I am sure that the impact of that day back in April 
will remain with us all for a very long time.” 


A hero teenager has been praised by a judge 
for saving the life of a girl who was victim to a 
“vicious and frenzied” attack. 

Chloe West, aged 14, was stabbed 20 times in an 
attack by 18-year-old Samuel Gayzer-Tomlinson, 
who was has started a 13-year sentence after admit¬ 
ting attempted murder and unlawful wounding. 

She was only saved when 16-year-old Ben Hudson rugby 
tackled Gayzer-Tomlinson to the ground. 

Ben suffered cuts to his hands from the eight-inch 
kitchen knife wielded by the attacker, who planned the 
assault after his victim spurned his advances, the court 
heard. But judge John Warner told him his actions saved 
the life of Chloe, a fellow pupil at Ridgewood High School, 
Wollaston. He said: “Without the actions of Ben Hudson, 
who should be praised, and others this could have been a 
lot worse.” 

The court was told Gayzer-Tomlinson, of Turls Hill Road, 
Sedgley, stabbed, kicked and punched Chloe in a revenge 
attack. Scores of horrified schoolchildren saw the incident 
in Park Road West as they headed to lessons on April 1. 

The court heard Ben tackled Gayzer-Tomlinson and 
pinned him to the ground to allow Chloe to escape. Mirac¬ 
ulously, none of her wounds were serious. He had struck up 
a friendship with Chloe after they met at a stables, but 
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Gayzer-Tomlinson Chloe West Ben Hudson, 16 

became angry when she lost interest. Gayzer-Tomlinson, 
who admitted all charges, was sentenced to 12 years for 
attempted murder, plus one year for wounding. He was 
given two years for possession of the knife, to run concur¬ 
rently. 

The parents of Chloe spoke of their relief after Gayzer- 
Tomlinson was jailed and banned from ever contacting her 
again. Rose and Nigel West, of Park Road, Wollaston, said 
the past few months had been “horrible” for their entire 
family. “We have had this hanging over us since April 1, 
when Chloe was attacked. We are in no doubt that Chloe 
would have been killed but for the brave intervention of

Residents in Wyre Forest 
who haven’t returned the 
registration form to enable 
them to vote that was deliv¬ 
ered in August are being 
urged to do so.

A postman who hoarded almost 4,500 
items of mail in the boot of his car as he 
struggled to keep up with deliveries has 
been ordered to carry out 250 hours com¬ 
munity service. 

Some of the letters and packages discovered in 
his vehicle were up to a month old, Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. Shaun Maley, aged 21, was 
found out after other postal workers who lived in 
his delivery area in Halesowen complained they 
had not received mail they were expecting. 

He had been working in Coombs Wood, Hale¬ 
sowen, for two months, and the 4,428 packets rep¬ 
resented about a fifth of the total items 
he was expected to deliver in that time. 
One of the delayed items contained a 
passport, while others were bills, 
cheques and greetings cards, said Mr 
John Dove, prosecuting on behalf of 
Royal Mail. He added that Royal Mail 
bosses had sanctioned some postal 
staff in Halesowen to use their own 
cars for deliveries subject to regular 
inspections. On April 21, an inspector 
asked to check Maley’s car. 

Maley, of Fuchsia Drive, Pende- 
ford, Wolverhampton, handed over 
1,182 items of post to supervisors but 
refused to allow a further inspection. 
After the police were called, a further 
3,272 items were found. 

Maley, who was not represented in 
court, said the problems began when 
he had to leave work early to pick up 
his partner’s 12-year-old son from 
school. He pleaded guilty to inten¬ 
tionally delaying postal packets and 
was given a 12-month community 
order with 250 hours of unpaid work. 
He must also pay £1,850 costs.

Father-of-two 
attacked cars 
in revenge plot 

A father-of-two caused thousands of pounds of damage to 
nine innocent strangers’ cars to “make someone pay” after 
he became a victim of lead theft, a court heard. 

Barry Williamson, aged 56, used a knife to scratch the 
paintwork of the vehicles and in some cases hacked 
abusive messages containing swear words. 

He would watch from afar as people returned to their 
cars and became “addicted to the buzz” he got from seeing 
them get upset, Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

Williamson, who is married, carried out the spree at the 
car park behind Monty’s Wine Bar in Sedgley. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson ordered him to pay 
out £3,852 in compensation to the victims and gave him a 
two-month jail term suspended for 18 months. 

Williamson, of Horton Close, Sedgley, was spotted on 
July 15 by a worker at the wine bar, who watched him walk 
through the car park carrying a knife before attacking two 
cars. 

Mr Andrew Preston, defending, said his client had 
behaved in a “inexplicable manner” and said alcohol 
played “a major part”. 

Williamson admitted four charges of criminal damage 
and then asked for five more to be taken into consideration. 
His sentence includes as 18-month supervision require¬ 
ment and a curfew between 7pm and 6am for one month. 


Burglar’s jail term 
warning in court 

A serial burglar who stole cash and alcohol totalling 
more than £1,000 from a Black Country restaurant has 
been told he faces jail. 

Jason Jones admitted breaking into Karma Indian 
Restaurant in Wollaston, near Stourbridge through a back 
door on August 9. 

But he also faces another charge of burglary at the prop¬ 
erty on August 29, which he denies. 

He will face a trial at Dudley Magistrates Court over 
that alleged offence but District Judge Graham Wilkinson 
told him to expect jail for the first burglary alone. 

The court heard that Jones, aged 40 and of no fixed 
address, was serving a suspended sentence when he tar¬ 
geted the restaurant. 

Judge Wilkinson said Jones had been burgling proper¬ 
ties since 1985. He will be sentenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court following the result of the trial later this 
month.

Developers are currently convert¬ 
ing the Grade II-listed home into nine 


apartments and have plans to create 
six houses in the grounds. 

The work is being split into two 
phases with the first batch of apart¬ 
ments due to be finished by February 
next year and new homes in the 
grounds to begin next summer. 

The property was first built as a 
home by James Attwood, a local iron¬ 
master, but in recent years it has been 
plundered by metal thieves and set 


alight by arsonists, taking the repair 
bill for the hall up to £3m. 

Nick Liddell, of GR8 Space, parent 
company to Corngreaves Hall Ltd 
which is looking after the scheme, 
said progress was good. 

He added: ‘We should be finished by 
February next year. We’re just selling 
the apartments ahead of the develop¬ 
ment’s end and three have been sold. 

“We’re hoping to finish the nine 


apartments by the end of September, 
completing work to the hall first 
before starting in the grounds. 

“This has been a frustrating site for 
everyone for about the last 10 years as 
a number of plans for development by 
various parties have not happened 
but progress is going well.” 

Sandwell Council has already paid 
almost £lm towards remedial works 
to bring the hall back into use. 


Shut-down order for 
illegal car wash firm 


Action may have to be taken by council bosses to shut down 
an illegal car wash in Stourbridge, which remains up and 
running despite not being given permission to trade. 

Dudley Council served an enforcement notice on the Blue Ocean 
hand car wash at the Broadway Service Station, Norton, Stourbridge, 
ordering it to close. Planning permission for the business was refused 
on August 22 after officers said there was not enough parking on the

They also said there was a 
conflict between that form 
of use and a retail store on 
the site. 


Plans for 
mosque is 
put on hold 

A controversial plan to transform a former 
church hall in the Black Country into a tradi¬ 
tional mosque has been put on hold - as the 
organisation behind the scheme considers 
buying a nearby church. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Association won 
planning permission on appeal in May to extend 
the Baitul Mahdi Mosque on Newtown Lane, 
Cradley Heath, which includes the former St 
Luke’s Church Hall. Now association leaders 
have put St Luke’s Church Hall up for sale. 

They will continue to use it, as they consider 
putting in an offer for the former Long Lane 
Methodist Church, in Halesowen. 

Dr Masood Majoka, the association’s presi¬ 
dent, said it planned to expand in the area but 
no firm decisions had been set for a move. 

He said: “We are expanding the association. 
There was a plan to retain the mosque at 
Newtown Lane but our centre in London was not 
certain. We have put it up for sale but we have 
not yet decided if we will sell it. 

Worship 

“We have had some interest from people there 
but we have not decided to sell it as we are con¬ 
tinuing to use it as a place of worship. 

“We are interested in Long Lane Methodist 
Church. Being a religious group we look for 
places with planning permission for religious 
worship which is why the church is attractive to 
us. We have full planning permission for the 
extension but the builders will not be moving in 
at Newtown Lane at the moment.” 

Plans would see a 23ft tall dome a 43ft tall 
minaret erected at the Baitul Mahdi Mosque, on 
Newtown Lane. They were initially rejected by 
Sandwell Council planning chiefs in November, 
on grounds of overdevelopment and creating 
parking problems. However, planning inspector 
Penelope Metcalfe overruled the decision, 
saying the minaret would be a striking feature 
but not unduly obtrusive, or unattractive. 


Owner of the car wash, 
Rzgar Raza, said he had 
been “shocked” when plan¬ 
ning permission for the 
business was turned down 
and insists he will appeal. 

But Dudley Council says 
bosses had up until Septem¬ 
ber 9 to appeal and that one 
had not been received. 

Councillor Angus Adams, 
Dudley cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “Under 
the current legislation the 
operators of the car wash 
had the opportunity to app¬ 
eal by September 9 to the 
planning inspectorate agai¬ 
nst the enforcement notice. 

Notice 

“The Planning Inspec¬ 
torate has confirmed that no 
appeal has been submitted, 
consequently the car wash 
operation is required to 
cease no later than October 
9 to comply with the current 
enforcement notice.” 

The owner of the Broad¬ 
way Service Station, Tony 
Virdee, of Hagley Road, 
Stourbridge, is investing a 
total of £140,000 to refur¬ 
bish the shop on the site and 
reopen the petrol pumps, 
which have been empty and 
sealed up for more than 
three years. Mr Virdee 
plans to reopen the shop as 
a supermarket and the fore¬ 
court as a Texaco service 
station following a facelift to 
the Premises. The previous 
occupants of the shop had 
sub-let the forecourt to Mr 
Raza’s car wash business. 

After the refusal of plan¬ 
ning permission, Mr Raza 
said: “There are a lot of car 
washes on petrol station 
sites so I didn’t think there 
would be a problem.”

Crystal 
shop to 
reopen 

The former Stuart Crystal shop in 
Wordsley is to be reopened as four 
craft or retail studios. 

Dudley Council bought the shop 
along with the Red House Glass Cone, 
which is next door, last year as part of 
wider plans to create a new glass 
museum for Dudley at the Stuart 
Crystal factory site over the road. 

Bosses plan to spend £90,000 on 
repairing the shop to bring it back 
into use. 

They revealed their plans for the 
site for the first time after surveys in 
relation to issues such as electrics and 
drainage were carried out. 

Councillor David Stanley, said: 
“Work will be timed to suit incoming 
tenants, which we are looking to 
attract to the new spaces.” 

The former Stuart Crystal glass 
works was taken over by Waterford 
Wedgwood in a £4 million deal in 
2001 . 

The company axed all 220 manufac¬ 
turing jobs at the site. The Stuart 
Crystal factory was badly hit in an 
arson attack earlier this year. 

Work has now begun to repair the 
damage caused by the arsonists. Once 
the £100,000 repairs have been done, 
planning can continue for the complex 
which will be linked to the nearby Red 
House Glass Cone via an under¬ 
ground tunnel.

A burglar who stole two speakers 
from garages while on licence has 
been sent back to prison for 64 days. 

Daniel Tonks, of Nelson Road, 
Dudley, had been released on licence 
six months into a 12-month sentence 
from Wolverhampton Crown Court for 
burgling a house. 

The 21-year-old pleaded guilty to 
burglary at a garage in Trinity Street 
in Cradley Heath on July 26 and pos¬ 
sessing cannabis before the term of 
his sentence had ended, at Sandwell 
Magistrates Court on September 20. 

Mrs Virinder Baines, prosecuting, 
said: “In interview he said he was 
making his way from a friend’s house 
to another friend’s and he saw the 
garage doors were unlocked and 
helped himself to the Kenwood stereo 
speakers. The property was recov¬ 
ered.” 

Mr Kirandeep Soor, defending, said 
Tonks was remorseful and added: “He 
has a partner of 18 months and she is 
six months pregnant. He is looking 
forward to fatherhood.” 

Tonks was sentenced to 28 days for 
the burglary and a further 36 days in 
prison for committing an offence while 
on licence to be served consecutively. 

He was given no separate penalty 
for possessing a £10 wrap of cannabis. 
He was originally jailed in June for 
being part of a gang who stole a £600 
guitar and 400 DVDs.

Agency staff costing 
the council £8million 


Woman given 
12 years over 
‘frenzied’ attack 


More than £8 million has been spent on agency staff by cash- 
strapped Dudley Council in the last two years. 

The children’s services department of the local authority racked up 
the biggest bill for agency workers, spending £2.1m last year. 

Dudley Council is looking to shed more than 400 jobs by next April as part 
of a bid to save £22m. The move is part of wider plans to axe a total of 800 jobs 
at the local authority over the next three years. Around 350 people have left 
the council through voluntary redundancy while around 25 have gone through 

compulsory redundancy.

through the Freedom of 
Information Act show a 
total of £4.7m was spent on 
temporary staff last year by 
the local authority. 

Just under £520,000 was 
forked out in the directorate 
of the urban environment. 
That included £922 by envi¬ 
ronmental health and 
trading standards and 
£212,470 in the street and 
green care department. 

The corporate property 
section of the council spent 
£788,000 last year on 
agency staff while the bill at 
the directorate of adults, 
community and housing 
services reached £1.3m 

Cut 

The agency staff spend 
across all areas at the 
council last year was up 
from £4.1 million the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Borough bosses have 
taken a number of steps in 
recent months in an 
attempt to try and cut the 
amount spent on agency 
staff. In July officials agreed 
to take on the equivalent of 
12 full-time social workers 
to cut the agency staff bill. 

And in March this year 
the council agreed to take on 
a bank of relief staff to look 
after children in Dudley 
Council care after it emerg¬ 
ed more than £48,000 was 
spent on bringing in agency 
staff to look after young¬ 
sters in the borough’s five 
council-run care homes last 
year. It is hoped that bill will 
be cut to £27,900 by using 
the relief staff bank instead.

A woman who carried out a 
I “frenzied” knife attack on a 
| former friend has started a 
12-year prison term. 

Denise Beckford, of Lye, 
stabbed 21-year-old Makela 
Patterson following a row 
about money. Bleeding “pro¬ 
fusely” from her injuries, 

' Miss Patterson escaped to 
her sister’s house nearby 
before collapsing. On September 21, Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court heard that the dispute 
between the pair stemmed from Miss Patterson 
leaving her job at the Mish Mash restaurant in 
Winson Green. The victim had been in a dispute 
over her wearing a uniform and over wages. 

In order to resolve the issue of the wages, Miss 
Patterson went to the restaurant on November 
3 last year, where she had argued with the 
owner. Following the incident, there was then a 
series of phone calls between Beckford and Miss 
Patterson and the pair agreed to meet to talk 
about what had happened earlier at the restau¬ 
rant. 

Scuffle 

They met that evening in Archibald Road, 
Lozells, and in a scuffle Miss Patterson was 
stabbed four times. Mr Riley said since the 
attack, the victim had been scared to leave her 
home alone and would rarely go out at night. 
She still has scarring as a result of the knifing. 

The court heard 32-year-old Beckford, of 
Talbot Street, was found guilty by a jury of 
wounding with intent but cleared of attempted 
murder. Mr Gareth Evans, for Beckford, con¬ 
ceded that the attack was “frenzied”. “She went 
to argue, got the worse end of the altercation and 
decided to use the knife,” he added. 

Det Chf Ins Martin Hurcombe, who investi¬ 
gated the stabbing, said: “This was a serious 
wounding on a young woman and the the sever¬ 
ity of the sentence reflects this. We hope will act 
as a deterrent against knife crime.”

2008 while he was working at 
Halesview Mental Health Centre in 
Halesowen, the Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council heard. 

The NMC heard they embarked on 
a romance but it fizzled out. It is 
alleged Henk then tried to get her to 
drop the complaint after she reported 
their fling to the Walsall Mental 
Health Partnership NHS Trust. 

Cassandra Scarborough, for the 
NMC, said: “Mr Henk engaged in 
their first intimate contact at his 
house when he took Patient A to the 
Merry Hill Shopping Centre in 
Dudley, and then said, on their way, 
he would need to get changed. 

“He took her to his house, poured 
her a glass of wine, told her she was 
beautiful, and kissed her.” In June 
2008, the couple went to Majorca for 
three days, the hearing was told. 

Henk admits forming a sexual rela¬ 
tionship with Patient A, taking her on 
holiday and letting her move in to his 
home, but says their exploits were 
consensual. He denies seeing her 
while she was his patient. 

The hearing, which is being heard 
in London, continues.

which can help them track down their 
property if it is stolen. 

Pc Angela Hodgetts, crime reduc¬ 
tion officer for the Dudley borough 
said: “To be able to send messages 
direct to every single child of school 
age across this borough is hugely ben¬ 
eficial to us as a police unit. 

“This link means that when we 
have a particular issue or advice that 
is of concern to youngsters we have a 
direct, guaranteed method of making 
sure the message gets across. 

“It is important that they receive 
messages, which could prevent them 
becoming a victim of crime.”

Search for woman in smoke-logged tunnel

A dramatic four-hour search was 
launched in a network of underground 
tunnels in the Black Country amid 
fears a woman was trapped after a fire 
broke out. 

The blaze started in a Second World 
War air raid shelter that is connected 
to a winding 100-yard tunnel under¬ 
neath woodland off Castle Mill Road in 
Dudley. 

Fire crews scoured the area after it 
was reported a woman was stuck down 
there. 

They borrowed a barge from the 
nearby Black Country Living Museum 
to search waterways below the tunnel, 
which join up with the canals. And a 
search dog was sent down a vertical 
shaft. A man and woman found near 
the entrance of the shelter were 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

The tunnels, which are well-known 
among local residents, can be entered 
through a hole next to an embankment 
in the woods. 


Residents said youths often played 
there and it was rumoured that home¬ 
less people had been squatting in it 
recently. 


The drama started when fire crews 
were called at 4.35pm on September 22 
when smoke was seen pouring from 
the shelter. 


They found rubbish burning near 
the entrance and flames had spread to 
the walls. 

Acrid smoke filling the shelter made 
it difficult for them to find their way. 

Firefighters used breathing appara¬ 
tus to go underground and 10 special¬ 
ist rescuers took over when the fumes 
cleared. Paramedics were called and 
police cordoned off Castle Mill Road. 

Trapped 

Crowds watched and waited for 
news, but the search was called off at 
9.15pm. 

Joan Hall, aged 65, of Forest Road, 
said: “The shelter was built for the fac¬ 
tories nearby. They should be shut off 
because if someone did get trapped 
down there they wouldn’t stand a 
chance.” 

A 31-year-old man from Dudley was 
arrested on suspicion of making false 
and malicious calls and was being 
questioned today.

The owner of a dog that attacked a young boy 
leaving him with serious injuries, has been 
given a suspended sentence and banned from 
keeping a dog for five years. 

The dog attacked the seven-year-old in 
Smethwick after it escaped from its owners’ 
garden in Ada Road through a broken fence on 
August 25. Sandwell Magistrates’ Court heard 
last week. 

The dog’s owner Nashya Lloyd McKenzie, 
aged 25, was handed a 12-week jail sentence 
suspended for 12 months because the dog was 
dangerously out of control. 

This was the second time the dog, called Kilo, 
had attacked someone and in 2010 McKenzie 
had been subject to a local community resolu¬ 
tion order for the offence. 

The boy has been left terrified of dogs after he 
suffered severe cuts and bites to his legsand for 
a while could not walk due to his injuries. Miss 
Kelly Hale, prosecuting, told the court the boy’s 
grandmother had taken the dog into her garden 
as she feared it might be run over, and this is 
when it attacked the boy. 

McKenzie had previously pleaded guilty to 
being the owner of a dog who was dangerously 
out of control in a public place. Mr Baljinder 
Suman defending told the court McKenzie was 
very sorry about what had happened, and he did 
not contest a destruction order. 

Besides the ban, magistrates also ordered 
him to complete 200 hours of unpaid work with 
£250 compensation to the boy.

The club went into admi¬ 
nistration last September. 
It went on the market for 
£350,000, which dropped to 
£325,000 after several 
months but no buyers came 
forward. Administrators 
admitted defeat in July and 
put the building up for 
auction.

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No jail for thief who 
stole scrap metal

A thief from Dudley who loaded 
piles of scrap metal from a derelict 
pub into his girlfriend’s car has 
been spared jail. 

Karl Bloomer, aged 27, raided the 
empty Old Park Inn, in Middlepark 
Road, Dudley, after seeing a shed on the 
site with an open door. 

He took his girlfriend’s Fiat Punto without 
her knowing, despite being disqualified from 
driving for a previous offence, and filled it 
with old pipes and fittings, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. 

Most of the metal was taken from out¬ 
buildings in the car park by Bloomer on 
August 17. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson told 
him: “People like you, who are currently 
stealing metal from everywhere it can be 
found, need to learn that the courts will take 
robust action against them.” 

Bloomer, who lives with his partner and 
three-year-old child at Laurel Road, Wrens 
Nest, Dudley, intended to sell the metal to 
feed his heroin habit, said Mr Gerry Vahey, 
defending. 

Abandoned 

Miss Maxine Jarousse, prosecuting, told 
the court that Bloomer had also tampered 
with a Ford Escort the previous day and was 
traced by blood in the vehicle. 

He claimed he had seen the car abandoned 
with a broken lock and tried to move it as he 
was concerned a nearby gang of youths 
would set fire to it. 

But District Judge Wilkinson said this 
was a “ridiculous explanation”. 

Bloomer pleaded guilty to vehicle interfer¬ 
ence, theft, and driving while disqualified 
and without insurance. 

For a charge of theft, Bloomer was given a 
five-month jail term, while he got two 
months for driving while disqualified and 
one month for vehicle interference. 

All sentences were suspended for 18 
months and will run concurrently. 

He was also ordered to pay £150 compen¬ 
sation, £85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge, 
while he was banned from driving for 18 
months and given a curfew to stay indoors 
between 7pm and 6am.

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Race against time 
to help little Charlie

At one year old, brave Charlie Harris- 
Beard is battling more than most would 
in a lifetime as he undergoes intensive 
chemotherapy for two forms of 
leukaemia. 

His family, from Kidderminster, are now 
facing a race against time to find a bone 
marrow donor after tests discovered that none 
of them was a suitable match. 

“We are just hoping that as many people as possi¬ 
ble come forward. The more that do, the more likely 
we are to find a match,” said Charlie’s mother, 29- 
year-old Fiona Harris. 

“We need to find a donor in the next couple of 
months to give him the best chance.” 

Miss Harris, Charlie’s father Joe Beard, and his 
older sister, have all been tested but are not suitable 
matches. 

The family have made only fleeting visits to their 
home since Charlie was diagnosed on Easter 
Sunday, and have all but moved in to the family unit 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

Worry 

Miss Harris said that when Charlie was just four 
weeks old, they noticed lumps on his neck, groin, 
arms, stomach and head - but doctors told them not 
to worry. 

“The story changed from an infection, to teething, 
to a tummy bug. They kept telling us there was 
nothing to worry about,” she said. 

“By earlier this year he was that poorly I couldn’t 
even move his legs to change his nappy, and on 
Easter Sunday we took him to hospital.” 

Charlie was rushed to Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital and tests confirmed he had two kinds of 
leukaemia - agnogenic myeloid metaplasia, and 
acute myeloid leukaemia, an aggressive strain. 

“It was just like my heart was being ripped out,” 
Miss Harris said. 

“It has massively affected our life. We thought his 
chemotherapy would be over by now but he relapsed 
so is now having to undergo another bout. 

“It’s likely he will be here until after Christmas.” 

Mr Beard worked for the Royal Mail but has quit 
to be with the family. And Charlie’s older sister, 
Ellie-Louise, 11, has been living with her grandpar¬ 
ents.

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Plea for end to lights misery 


Calls have been made to tear up 
traffic lights blamed for severe 
queues on a busy Black Country main 
road after plans to remove them 
failed to materialise. 

Dudley Council announced the 
signals at the junction of Amblecote 
High Street and Trefoil Gardens, in 
Stourbridge, would be axed following 
complaints from residents. A consul¬ 
tation period was launched to gauge 
opinion of the scheme, but councillors 
have said while everyone “fully sup¬ 
ported” removal of the lights, no work 
had yet been carried out. 

Officers are now being urged to 
take action and remove the signals at 


the earliest opportunity. The lights 
were originally installed to help resi¬ 
dents on The Spires estate access the 
main road more easily. 

But instead they have caused 
traffic congestion at peak times along 
the stretch of road which has three 
sets of traffic lights within a few 
hundred yards. Queues can build up 
along Stourbridge ring road back to 
Wordsley at busy times. 

Amblecote councillor Liz Walker 
said she could see “absolutely no 
reason” why the lights had not 
already been removed. 

“Consultation was carried out and 
to my knowledge there was no protest 


at all about this particular set of 
lights being removed,” she said. 
“Even residents in The Spires did not 
object to the removal and the lights 
were designed to help them. This in 
itself speaks volumes. 

“From what I have been told they 
are absolutely fed-up with the conges¬ 
tion this set of lights has caused over 
the years. There is absolutely no 
reason why this work has not taken 
place. I think it should be carried out 
with all haste.” 

The two other sets of traffic lights 
at the High Street’s junctions with 
Vicarage Road and Mill Race Lane 
will remain in place.

I’ve told 
his daughters I will not let it 
go out of the Black Country 
and will pick them up so 
they can come and see it 
whenever they like.” 

The belt was put up for 
sale at Fellows & Sons’ 
auction room in Augusta 
Street, Birmingham, by the 
two daughters of Jack Hood, 
who was known as “Gentle¬ 
man Jack” because of his 
generous and charismatic 
nature in and out of the ring. 

Tony, who lives in Wall 
Heath, said: “I had a stand¬ 
ing ovation in the room 
when I bought it.” 

Tony added that, due to 
the value of the belt, he 
would keep it in a bank 
vault but would bring it out 
for special occasions.

A former soldier from Halesowen who 
fraudulently claimed almost £18,000 in 
benefits while working as a cleaner has 
been ordered to carry out unpaid work in 
the community. 

Gary Petford, aged 54, is now back on inca¬ 
pacity benefits despite his cheating record — 
but the Department of Work and Pensions is 
deducting the money he obtained fraudulently 
from his payments. 

Petford, of Stour¬ 
bridge Road, admitted 
four fraudulent claims 
totalling £17,775 worth 
of incapacity, housing 
and council tax bene¬ 
fits. Dudley magis¬ 
trates ordered him to 
pay £100 towards the 
prosecution costs. 

Admitted 

Miss Claire Beddow, 
prosecuting, said 
Petford initially 

started claiming inca¬ 
pacity benefit legally in 
September 1993 after 
suffering a broken 
wrist. 

But, the Department 
of Work and Pensions 
discovered that, from 
August 2008 to Novem¬ 
ber 2009, he had been 
working as a cleaner for 
Manheim Europe. 

When he was inter¬ 
viewed, Petford admit¬ 
ted he had previously 
been a cleaner at Birm¬ 
ingham University 
from November 2006 to 
January 2008. 

Miss Beddow said 
the department is 
making deductions 
from the incapacity benefit he now receives for 
having diabetes and blood pressure problems to 
recover the money he claimed wrongly. 

Mr Richard Burch, defending, said Petford made 
the false claims to get money for his 80-year-old 
mother who had financial and health problems.

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Charity rescued with Lotto grant 


A charity that supports sex assault 
victims in Dudley and Sandwell has 
been brought back from the brink 
thanks to a generous lottery cash 
grant. 

The future had been looking bleak 
for Sandwell Women’s Aid, which was 
forced to axe its counselling service, 
and reduce the support which it offers, 
due to a lack of funding. 

But now, thanks to £349,311 from 
the Big Lottery Reaching Communi¬ 
ties fund, the group’s future for the 
next three years has been secured. 

“We were near to breaking point. 

“But now, thanks to this grant, we 
are no longer on a knife edge,” said 


charity executive director Sara Ward. 
‘We’re absolutely delighted.” 

Sandwell Women’s Aid has been 
supporting vulnerable victims in the 
borough and Dudley for the past five 
years. 

But its future was left uncertain 
when Sandwell Council announced 
that under cutbacks, it would have to 
withdraw £120,000 of the charity’s 
annual £150,000 grant. 

This prompted the charity to axe its 
counselling service in March, with 14 
counsellors being forced to leave. 

The lack of funding also put the jobs 
of three other workers at the charity in 
doubt. 


But now, thanks to the lottery boost, 
those three jobs are secure, and 
Sandwell Women’s Aid can relaunch 
the counselling service next year. 

Although it is not yet clear how 
many jobs will be available, a recruit¬ 
ment drive is due to take place, with 
those counsellors who lost their jobs 
set to be asked to return. 

Mrs Ward added: “This is amazing 
news. After all the threats to the 
service we truly feel like we have won 
the lottery.” 

Sandwell Women’s Aid has 
announced the news as it launches its 
Teenage Relationship Abuse Pro¬ 
gramme. 


Anti-social 
behaviour 
on the rise 

Reported crimes in some 
towns across the West Mid¬ 
lands rose steadily over a 
three-month period, new 
figures have revealed. Anti¬ 
social behaviour was the 
most often reported crime in 
the region. 

An increase in anti-social 
behaviour was reported in 
the many town centres 
between May and July. 

The figures, published on 
website police.uk, show the 
overall number of street- 
level crimes and anti-social 
behaviour reported in 
Dudley have risen. 

In Dudley, 356 crimes 
were reported in May, 400 in 
June and 457 in July. Anti¬ 
social behaviour rose from 
161 incidents to 200 during 
this period. Crime reported 
in West Bromwich increas¬ 
ed from 418 in May, to 439 in 
June to 487 in July. 

In Wolverhampton there 
were 677 crimes reported in 
May, 682 in June and 678 in 
July. In Stafford the figures 
were 271 in May and 286 in 
June. 

Walsall and Cannock 
bucked the trend with inci¬ 
dents falling during the 
period.

Around 200 protesters flocked to a public 
meeting over controversial plans for new 
gipsy and traveller sites in Wyre Forest — 
and spoke of their delight when more than 
half of those sites earmarked were 
scrapped. 

Campaigners packed the meeting of Wyre 
Forest District Council’s cabinet on September 
20, held to decide how many out of 15 suggested 
sites would progress to a full consultation. It 
was the second time in two days the issue has 
been discussed. 

Concerns still remain, however, over the remaining 
sites. 

On September 19, around 400 concerned people 
packed into a meeting of the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee at Stourport Civic Centre and 
heckled councillors who only let just five of them tell 
of their worries. 

During the September 20 meeting, councillors 
agreed to drop eight out of the possible 15 sites which 
had been earmarked to become home to gipsy and 
traveller pitches and put the other seven out for con¬ 
sultation. Residents in the areas that have been 
dropped from the list welcomed the news. 

Welcome 

Peter Chatterley, a resident living near a site in 
Clows Top which is now no longer being considered, 
said: “We welcome the opportunity to provide sites for 
communities but it should not be to the detriment of 
the community that is already in place.” 

Glenn White, also a resident in Clows Top, added 
that the village, which had only two small shops, no 
doctors, vets, dentists or public lighting, could not 
support a travellers’ site. 

Peter Smith from Wolverley and Cookley Parish 
Council spoke out at the meeting against a site in 
Fairfield which was also dropped from the list. 

He said afterwards: “It is good news, I thought we 
had a strong case.” 

But concerns were raised that those left now have 
a much greater chance of being included on the final 
site list. 

Councillor Fran Oborski told the meeting: “It is 
effectively saying unless someone comes up with 
some more sites, the odds are your site is going to be 
chosen.” 

During the meeting council leader John Campion 
announced plans to hold a public meeting for each of 
the sites which remain under consideration.

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Police begin drinking louts ban 


Police in Brierley Hill have called 
“time” on people drinking in the street 
- and have started banning them from 
the area. The neighbourhood team has 
launched a campaign. 

Notices will be issued banning 
people from several town centre 
streets if they are spotted acting anti- 
socially. 

The neighbourhood officers decided 
to act after spotting a group regularly 
congregating and drinking in High 
Street, annoying shoppers and dis¬ 
rupting businesses. 

Police have introduced powers 
allowing officers to order drinkers to 
leave the area immediately. 


They will be banned from returning 
for a length of time which is decided by 
the police officer concerned. 

The length of the ban varies but is 
usually up to two days. 

Besides the High Street, other roads 
affected by the notice are Bell Street 
South, Pearson Street, Venture Way 
and all pubs in the area. 

Issued 

Pc Ross Morgan, of the Brierley Hill 
neighbourhood team, said: “If people 
have been issued with a notice they 
are required to leave the location 
immediately and will be excluded 
from the locality for a period of time. 


“This will be decided by the issuing 
officer but it can be anything up to 48 
hours. 

“If they return to the location before 
the agreed time frame they will be 
arrested.” 

A group of around 10 people, 
ranging in age from 20 to 50, have 
been noticed regularly drinking in 
public in the area.

Can’t beat The Drums 


The Drums - 
Portamento 

Just over a year since their 
debut album, New York’s The 
Drums have hit the jackpot 
with a second album that 
lives up to all their promise 
and more.They have fine- 
tuned those Smiths and surf 
influences into their own dis¬ 
tinctive sound, although the 
genes come from Morrissey- 
Marr and The Beach Boys. 
The songs have an autobio¬ 
graphical theme for singer 
and chief songwriter Jonny 
Pierce and the pains of ado¬ 
lescence usually make for a 
good pop record. The guitars 
jangle and chime and Jakob 
Graham conjures sounds 
from his synths not heard 
since the early 80s. 

Right from the off Pierce is 
railing against a religious 
upbringing in Book Of Reve¬ 
lation. Please Don’t Leave 
has all the hallmarks of 
classic ‘indie’ pop and If He 
Likes It Let Him Do It pumps 
its line over a melody and 
vocal reminiscent of A-ha.

Alan’s got spex appeal 



“PEOPLE might have 
forgotten that I’m also a 
stand-up,” says come¬ 
dian Alan Carr, who 
returns to the live 
comedy circuit with 22 
arena dates including 
Birmingham NIA on 
Saturday and Sunday, 
October 1 and 2. 

The host of hugely popular 
Channel 4 chat show, Alan 
Carr: Chatty Man, and Satur¬ 
day night Radio 2 show Going 
Out with Alan Carr, is relishing 
his return to stand-up 
comedy. 

“My last show, Tooth Fairy, 
was four years ago now. If I 
were to leave a stand-up tour 
any longer, it would start to 
look like a comeback!” 

“I’m having such a great 
time at the moment, I hope 
my TV career lasts. But when 
it inevitably comes to an end, 
I’ll always have stand-up. It’s 
my safety blanket,” says the 
35-year-old entertainer who 
was raised in Northampton.

Awards and the Variety Club 
Best TV Presenter Award in 
2008. His DVD Alan Carr 
Tooth Fairy was anumberone 
best seller. 

“I have the best fans in the 
world!” he beams. “People 
are ever so nice. I get kids 
coming up wanting to hug 
me. 

“At live shows, you get 
such a warm welcome. I 
receive this tremendous 


sense of affection from the 
audience. 

“I think people enjoy the 
communal experience of 
watching comedy together. 
It’s such a buzz. Oh, I adore 
stand-up!” 

“Within reason, you can do 
whatever you want,” says the 
comic, whose autobiography, 
Look Who It Is! My Story, has 
become a best-seller, selling 
more than 350,000 copies to 
date. 

Liberating 

“There is no editing and 
you’re not hanging around for 
the ratings the next day. I 
really like the spontaneity of it 
all. You haven’t got to cut bits 
out to make sure it fits the 12 
minutes before the ads. 
That’s very liberating. 

“Hopefully people are 
laughing throughout it and 
cheering at the end.” 

The Dorset-born comedian 


currently co-hosts with 
Melanie Sykes his own 
weekly Radio 2 show, in 
which the pair often reduce 
each other to helpless fits of 
giggles. 

He expands on the sort of 
subjects he will be discussing 
in Spexy Beast. 

“The show is about things 
that have tickled me that day. 
It won’t be about tugboat, 
well, only the first five 
minutes! 

“Personal stuff always 
goes down well. I’ll talk about 
my other half and my dog. But 
in the end, it’s stand-up. It’s 
not Piers Morgan’s Life 
Stories. Thank God, I don’t 
have to burst into tears every 
few minutes! Rest assured, 
it’s an upbeat show.” 

Alan also shies away from 
any overtly political material. 
“I’ve never been political,” 
promises the comic, who with 


Justin Lee Collins fronted 
several series of the widely- 
loved Channel 4 show, The 
Friday/Sunday Night Project, 
between 2006 and 2009. 

“I recently tried to do a bit 
about the Middle East but 
people didn’t like it. 

“Ultimately, I’m just doing 
some jokes.” 

“Comedy has become so 
big now that journalists ask 
for my opinion on the 
economy. I tell them, ‘I’m just 
a stand-up comedian. I’ve no 
bloody idea!’ 

“I get tweeted by people 
saying, ‘Please, please, do a 
routine about Libya’, but 
they’re asking the wrong 
person. People overrate 
comedians. Much as I’d like 
to sort it out for them, I’m 
afraid I can’t. I half-expect 
people to hand me Gaddafi’s 
phone number and say, ‘Have 
a word, Alan!”’

ON YOUR DOORSTEP 


Right time to radiate style inside your home 



Make sure radiator pipes are properly 

DIG OUT your paintbrush and spruce 
up your radiators with the help of these 
top tips - it’s a lot cheaper than replac¬ 
ing them. 

You should only paint radiators when 
they’re turned off and cold. 

Sand any paint runs and other imper¬ 
fections on the radiator, scrub it with 
sugar-soap solution, then wash it off 
with clean water. Use a radiator primer 
if necessary. 

Most metal paints can be used on 
radiators, but heatproof radiator paint is 
best because it’s designed not to dis¬ 
colour. Standard white metal paint will 
yellow over time if used on radiators, 
due to the heat. Try Ronseal one coat 


cold before you paint them Heatproof paint is best because it won’t discolour 


radiator paint, from £7.98 for 250ml, for 
a white gloss finish (no primer needed) 
and Hammerite quick dry radiator paint, 
from £9.99 for 500ml, for a white satin 
one, which both work well and dry rela¬ 
tively quickly. 

Radiator paint is available as both 
conventional and spray paint. 

Sprays are a good idea because they 
dry quickly and make getting a good 
finish relatively easy, as long as you 
avoid patchy spraying. 

They’re also good for touching up 
radiators, providing the colour’s the 
same. However, spray paint is messier 
than conventional paint and you could 
easily get through quite a few cans, 


which would be expensive. When using 
spray paint, take full safety precautions, 
including opening the window for venti¬ 
lation, wearing a respirator mask and 
masking off the area around the radia¬ 
tor. If you need to touch up the wall 
afterwards, a radiator roller enables you 
to get behind it. Try Dulux’s Easy Reach 
Mini Roller, £6.19. 

You should also only paint radiator 
pipes when they’re cold. 

Again, it’s advisable to use radiator 
paint. Remember to use masking tape 
around the holes in the floor or wall, 
cover the floor with newspaper and be 
careful not to splatter paint as you work 
along the pipe with your brush. 


DIY problems solved by 
asking our expert team 


Q: / find it hard to get a good finish 
using masking tape when painting - any 
advice? 

A: Low-tack masking tape is useful, 
especially if you’re applying it to an 
already painted surface. Alternatively, 
there’s FrogTape (www.frogtape.co.uk). 
It’s new to the latest Clas Ohlson cata¬ 
logue (£9.99, www.clasohlson.co.uk) 
and works really well. 

The clever thing about Frogtape is 
that (uniquely, they claim), it’s treated 
with PaintBlock technology to stop 
paint bleeding through the tape, which 
is one of the problems with masking 
tape. You can leave it for up to 21 days 
on walls, wood, glass and metal, and it 
comes in a plastic tub, so it’s easy to 
keep clean and dry. 


Q: I've been told that you have to 
bang nail heads down before sanding 
wooden floorboards. Why is this? 

A: Any protruding nails will break the 
sanding sheets on an industrial floor 
sander, which are fiddly to replace and 
expensive if you get through a lot of them. 

Don’t knock down the nails with a 
hammer, though, because you could 
dent the boards. 

You need a nail punch, such as the 
Stanley FatMax interchangeable nail 
set, from £6.79. 

This consists of 0.8mm and 1,5mm 
interchanges tips, with an easy-to-use 
lock/change system and comfy grip to 
reduce slipping. You simply put the nail 
punch on top of the nail and hammer 
onto it, so you don’t damage the board. 


Q: I have textured ceilings in two of 
my bedrooms - can I do anything about 
them myself or will I have to get a plas¬ 
terer in? 

A: Try a product made for the job - 
Polycell smooth over for textured ceil¬ 
ings, £32.99 for 5ltr, and the smooth 
over tool set, £7.15, which consists of a 
special roller and smoothing tool. 

You start by removing the ends of the 
textured peaks with a scraper, then apply 
the paint with the roller, before smooth¬ 
ing it out with the tool. When you’ve fin¬ 
ished, leave to dry for 24 hours. 

Once dry, sand out tramlines and 
your ceiling should look like new. You’ll 
have to get the hang of the technique, 
and the smooth over works best on 
medium and lightly textured ceilings.

Uncorking the facts 
on finding good wine 


When chosing a bottle of wine, there 
are three “Ps” to consider - the price, 
your preference and its pairing. 

The price you are willing to pay (or not 
pay) for a bottle of wine is a key 
determining factor in selecting a wine 
that is right for you. Gone are the days 
when you could only buy a “good”bottle 
of wine for a high price. 

There are plenty of very reasonable 
great wines available on half price or 
reduced offers, so it’s worth searching 
around. 

Then there’s your preferences. 

We all have them and they often 
change in a moment’s notice, but with 
wine preferences let them be swayed by 
what you will be drinking them with or 
who you will be sharing them with.

For people who may not be 
accustomed to heavier-bodied, heartier 
wines, buy a softer merlot or pinot noir. 

Different 

For a white, look out for a refreshing 
gewurztraminer, but if you are looking 
for something a little bit different, then 
talk to your local wine merchant about 
wines, styles and labels, that you have 
enjoyed in the past and asking for 
specific recommendations should 
provide sufficient direction for another 
great find. 

If you are new to wines and are 
looking for a few suggestions - try a 
riesling, gewurztraminer, or a muscat 
dessert wine if sweeter wines suit your 
fancy. If you prefer a dry white wine, 
then grab a pinot blanc, chardonnay, 
pinot gris or sauvignon blanc. 

As for reds, starting with a gamay, 
pinot noir, or merlot if you do not want 
anything too complex or full-bodied. If 
you are looking for something a little 
different, then go with a Californian 
cabernet sauvignon, syrah (or shiraz if 
its from Australia) or a zinfandel. 

And lastly, onto pairing. If you are 
looking for a wine specifically to pair 



There’s no need to pay over the odds to get a bottle of wine you really enjoy 


with a special dinner party, then take 
into account what the key ingredients 
will be. Will it be white or red meat? Will 
you be using fresh or dried herbs and 
what types? Will the dish be spicy or 
fruit-filled? 

In general, white wines go with lighter 
flavored meals really well; while, red 
wines often compliment heartier meals 
a bit better. 

If you’re really stuck, go for pink and 
get the best of both worlds. 

The choice of wine is all a matter of 
personal taste - but there are five main 
grape varieties and the aromas 
frequently associated with each might 
give you a clue to the taste. 

Wines differ according to origin, grape 
variety, technique of manufacture and 
age. Origin is the most important clue to 


a wine’s character and what they taste 
like. 

The grape variety used in a wine has 
assumed major importance since New 
World wine lands such as California and 
Australia arrived on the scene. These 
lands generally label and name their 
wine according to the name of the 
grape, a trend that has spread back to 
Europe. 

When choosing a bottle of wine you 
should ask yourself if you want a cool 
thirst-quencher or a wine to sip and 
savour? Do you want an everyday wine 
for an informal occasion, or a serious 
bottle for an important dinner? 

So much choice can be daunting, but 
with a little help, you’ll find the ones you 
enjoy and be talking about them like a 
master sommelier.

How all the family can 
tackle a weighty problem 


A third of UK children are 
overweight or obese, and 
despite stark warnings about 
the effect on their health, the 
numbers continue to rise. 

As some parents of fat children 
seem to be turning a deaf ear to 
messages about the importance of 
tackling childhood obesity, the 
latest drive to address children’s 
weight problems is asking mums 
and dads to get involved too. 

As well as promoting healthy eating, 
obesity experts are encouraging mums 
and dads to get active with their kids to 
burn off the calories and get fit - but in 
a fun way. 

The MEND (Mind, Exercise, 
Nutrition...Do it!) organisation, which 
runs free healthy lifestyle programmes 
for children and families, stresses that 
being overweight during childhood 
increases the chances of developing 
serious health problems such as Type 2 
diabetes, coronary heart disease and 
certain types of cancer. 

Worry 

But Paul Sacher, co-founder and chief 
research officer at MEND, points out 
that research shows many parents don’t 
realise their child is overweight. 

“Parents often assume that they only 
need to worry when their child starts to 
look like the images of obesity portrayed 
in the media, which generally reflect very 
obese children. 

But with one in three children 
overweight or obese in the UK, it’s vital 
that parents are informed about their 
child’s weight status, so they can be 
referred to the right services.” 

He says families on MEND’S healthy 
lifestyle programmes are taught that 
small changes make a big difference - 
for example swapping white bread and 
pasta for wholemeal, and drinking six to 
eight glasses of water a day. 

Other small changes might include: 

I Try a new activity or exercise such as 
street dance or trampolining - and 
remember that short bursts of exercise 
throughout the day, like a riding a bike 
or playing tag, all count towards the 
recommended hour’s exercise a day. 



Get the whole family involved in a fitness regime which helps tackle obesity 


I Go a little further and walk or cycle 
for an extra 20 minutes every day. 

I Get your five-a-day by setting 
yourself the challenge of including at 
least one serving of fruit and vegetables 
every time you or the kids eat. 

I Make sure the family has a filling and 
healthy breakfast, and swap low fibre or 
sugary cereals for wholegrain options 
like porridge or sugar-free muesli. 

Sacher says: “In these financially hard 
times, families are often worried that 
being active and healthy is going to 
break the bank, but going for a walk as 
a family or playing in the park is free, 
and just as good for your child as more 
expensive options." 

“These small changes can help 
families become fitter, healthier and 
happier for life without increasing the 
shopping bill." 

The National Obesity Forum supports 


any initiative to get families to be more 
active and eat healthily - but its 
spokesman Tam Fry points out that the 
best way of tackling childhood obesity 
is by preventing it happening at a very 
young age, rather than having to tackle 
it as children get older. 

He suggests the best way of doing 
this is by incorporating exercise into 
children’s lives as soon as they can 
crawl or walk, as well as encouraging 
them to eat healthily. 

“Getting children active is just as 
important as getting them to eat well,” 
he says. 

“"Parents need to play with their 
children in an active way from a very 
early age. We’ve got to stop the obesity 
problem developing in the first place.”

TV gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh is calling on all 
schools to 'get their grown-ups 
growing' as part of a nation¬ 
wide event organised by the 
Royal Horticultural Society, to 
be held across October. 

Get Your Grown-ups Growing 
forms part of the RHS's Campaign 
for School Gardening, supported 
by Waitrose - a national initiative 
that encourages schools to create 
gardens, teach the skills of 
growing and in turn enable their 
pupils to learn outside the class¬ 
room. 

Each October schools are invited to 
hold a Grown-ups Growing event so 
they can involve their local commu¬ 
nity to help develop the school garden. 

Grandparents, parents, carers and 
friends are invited to help. 

Titchmarsh, leading supporter of 
the RHS campaign, explains: "It is no 
secret that school was never my 
favourite place and my interests lay 
outside the classroom, often in the 
allotment with my grandfather. But 
today it's a very different world. 

“The fact that schools have really 
cottoned on to the benefits of garden¬ 
ing with their pupils is fantastic news, 
especially for children who are looking 
for different ways to learn, like I was. 


“If we can encourage parents and 
the wider community to get involved 
with their school garden, then who 
knows, we might end up with a green 
revolution both at home and at 
school." 

Activities suggested for event 
organisers include tool swaps, taste 
tests of produce grown in schools or 
alternatively locally-grown fruit and 
veg, a range of gardening classes and 
even a mini garden show. 

Schools with gardens can encourage 
adults within the community to help 
develop new areas such as a wildlife 
garden or help construct raised beds. 
A Get Your Grown-ups Growing event 
can also see adults passing on their 
gardening experience to children by 
helping them sow seeds, plant trees 
and assist in weeding. 

Opportunity 

For schools without gardens it's the 
ideal opportunity to involve adults in 
the community from the beginning to 
establish some form of gardening 
facility in the school. 

For both types of schools the event 
can even be used to raise funds 
through plant sales and raffles. 

Entering its third year, Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing has developed 
from a small pilot project based in 
Yorkshire to a national success involv¬ 
ing 1,000 schools. Of the schools that 
held an event last year, 74 per cent 


said it had increased their children's 
interest in gardening, while more 
than half reported an increase in adult 
support and adult interest in garden¬ 
ing. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Having a school 
garden is a fantastic asset for teachers 
and pupils as it provides a multitude 
of learning opportunities, but we 
know it can take a lot of hard work to 
maintain. By involving parents and 
other local adults, through an event 
like Get Your Grown-ups Growing, we 
hope that school gardens will be 
looked after all year round and enthu¬ 
siasm for gardening and growing will 
spread beyond the school gates and 
into children's homes." 

The RHS hopes to see 2,000 schools 
register for this year's Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing event, double last 
year's figure. All registered schools 
will be entered into a free prize draw 
to win garden tools and materials. 

To register, schools must sign up to 
the RHS Campaign for School Gar¬ 
dening via www.rhs.org.uk/gygg and 
click on the ‘Get Your Grown-ups 
Growing’ button on the home page. 

Schools which register will receive a 
free support pack including seeds, 
event ideas, information templates, 
stickers and more. 

Each school can choose any date in 
October to hold its event and organise 
activities to suit its requirements.

Mr Burchell said all dentures have a shelf life and 
Betty’s denture problem was due to shrinkage of 
her gums - a naturally occurring aging process.

Filming BBC2’s hit Climbing Great 
Buildings TV series gave presenter 
Jonathan Foyle a bird’s eye view of 
some of the UK’s most iconic and spec¬ 
tacular structures — including the 
state of their roofs and gutters! So it’s 
no surprise that he’s a passionate and 
informed advocate of the importance 
of regular maintenance. 

This year he is fronting charitable 
company The Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Ancient Buildings’ (SPAB) 
annual National Maintenance Week 
(18-25 November), because he is com¬ 
mitted to highlighting the vital impor¬ 
tance of maintenance for buildings of 
all types. 

Jonathan, who is also Chief Execu¬ 
tive of the World Monuments Fund 
Britain, says: “In so many areas of life 
today we’ve developed a culture of 
throw-away convenience, with main¬ 
tenance and repair becoming dirty 
words. They shouldn’t have! Repair 
encourages building owners to make a 
gentle, hands-on contribution to their 
buildings which also contributes to 
their ongoing history. I repair and 
repaint my own windows, and enjoy 
the feeling of having properly looked 
after the house that shelters my 
family. Meanwhile, maintenance 
helps keep alive crafts — such as 
tiling, metal casting for gutters and 
pipes, and even specialist skills like 
thatching - which all help us to keep 
buildings old and new in good shape.” 

Now in its tenth successful year, 


SPAB’s National Maintenance Week 
(18-25 Nov) aims to provide homeown¬ 
ers throughout the UK with practical 
tips and advice on how to prepare their 
building to face the worst that winter 
can bring. This winter’s snow, for 
example, presented some tricky main¬ 
tenance challenges in the form of 
cracked, frozen and burst pipes. 

Simple 

National Maintenance Week 
encourages homeowners (and people 
who care for public buildings such as 
churches, village halls and local 
authority properties) to be aware of 
the simple, economic and achievable 
maintenance steps they can take at 
the beginning of winter to stave off 
costly major faults and damage at a 
later date. SPAB is Britain’s oldest 
conservation body fighting to save old 
buildings from decay and dereliction, 
but the message of National Mainte¬ 
nance Week is relevant to everyone 
who owns or cares for a property of any 
sort - whether it’s 500-years-old or 
brand new. 

There are practical benefits too, as 
Jonathan Foyle explains: “For thou¬ 
sands of people, regular maintenance 
has proved much cheaper than having 
to remove and replace mass-produced 
and unfixable features that were sup¬ 
posed to last forever but merely 
lowered a property’s value after 
making it ugly for twenty disappoint¬ 
ing years. I’d offer a three-step plan: 


• Take action early 

• Watch out for decay 

• Keep it original 

“And beyond that, in my experience 
- providing you’re properly roped up - 
clambering on the roof can also offer 
you a bracing wintry work-out. Every¬ 
one’s happy!” 

SPAB is also showing that good 
maintenance makes a positive contri¬ 
bution to sustainable living. There’s 
more to sustainability than saving 
energy. It’s about making practical, 
common sense decisions about our 
immediate environment - the places 
where we live, work and meet. 

“One of the key questions SPAB will 
urge people to ask this year when 
dealing with maintenance is: What 
can I repair, not replace?”’ says 
Jonathan Foyle. It’s a maxim that 
echoes the words of William Morris on 
the foundation of SPAB back in 1877: 
“Put protection in place of restoration. 
Stave off decay by daily care.” 

The finale of National Maintenance 
Week, National Gutters Day (Friday, 
November 25) is also a timely 
reminder to homeowners that just a 
few minutes spent clearing weeds and 
debris, or just a few pounds spent to 
mend a leaky gutter can save many 
hundreds, and possibly thousands of 
pounds!

Small price to pay for the wind in your hair 


CHOP THE roof off a car and it will 
probably wobble on rough roads: 
add a fabric top and it will let in 
more noise than keeping the tin-top 
in place, writes Ian Donaldson. 

That’s simple physics; the trick is to 
minimise both intruders while giving the 
punter something stylish for his (and, 
vitally, her) money. And that’s another 
drop-top factor to consider. They all

cost more than the hatches they’re 
based on, so will only win over buyers 
who fall in love with the prospect of a bit 
of a pose in a less practical car. 

Now, after a nine-year break, comes the 
Golf Cabriolet and, on a first drive on some 
fine Leicestershire roads in glorious early

autumn sunshine it wasn’t hard to make a 
case for spending the extra. 

My test car, picked at random from a 
tempting line taking in the entire launch 
range, was the most expensive Golf Cabrio¬ 
let you can buy, at the moment. 

It costs a not inconsiderable £26,595, 
£3,495 more than the equivalent Golf hatch 
and tops a range starting at £20,720. Three 
engines are immediately available (two 
petrol, one diesel) with three more later in the 
year. 

The theme of threes continues in the 
number of trim levels (S, SE and GT). 

Volume 

All of them feature 16-inch alloy wheels, 
DAB radio and Bluetooth, and a powered 
roof that whirrs up and down in about the 
time it takes Usain Bolt to run 100 metres 
and will perform either action at up to 
about 18mph - looking ultra cool in the 
process. 

Finding somewhere to stow the top 
when you want wind in your hair 
means there’s less room in the rear 
seats than a Golf hatch and the 
boot is down in volume too. 

However, unlike convertibles 
with bulky metal folding roofs 
(like the bigger, dearer VW 
Eos), there’s the same space 
available whatever the position 
of the top, although reaching 
into the furthest recesses is a 


bit like trying to retrieve a parcel posted 
through a letter box. 

But enough of these practicalities, you 
buy a cabrio as much with your heart as your 
head, even if the VW badges allows you to 
pretend you’ve been a bit sensible too. 

Try the cabrio first with roof in place and 
on a patched British main road and you’ll 
feel the car shimmying slightly as it mourns 
the loss of stiffness in the cut-about body, 
while you notice a bit more wind noise than 
the hatch will provoke. 

Let the roof down, however, and let the 
sun shine in and you’ll forgive the car its 
minor downsides and enjoy the smell of the 
fields, the twitter of birds in the roadside 
bushes and the feeling of one-ness with 
nature that only 
a convert¬ 
ible can 
give. 


And it doesn’t matter if you stray on to the 
A14, where the standard fit air deflector 
behind the front seats means there’s only a 
gentle breeze in the cockpit with the speedo 
showing atypical A14 cruising speed (go on, 
you guess). 

With 160 horsepower from its turbo 
charged petrol engine and VW’s delightful 
DSG automatic gearbox giving your left leg 
a rest, this top of the pile cabrio is both swift 
when provoked and a doddle to drive in con¬ 
gested town traffic. 

Never mind that the dash is standard Golf 
hatch fare. 

That means it’s sensible, easily mastered 
and just a touch lacking in flair but promises 
an uncomplicated relationship with a car 
that so easily puts a smile on your face.

Manager Andy Burgess had his hands tied 
with team selection with several players 
injured, suspended or fulfilling work commit¬ 
ments. 

These included top goalscorer and midfield lynch- 
pin Ben Stretton who was suffering from an ankle 
injury along with George Reeves, Dreniz Bala and 
left back Chris Whittaker. 

This meant starts for the returning duo of Richard 
Langford and Rob Whitley whilst Ian Watkins made 
his first start since the opening day of the season. 
Burgess also handed Kevin Hadlington, whose two 
goals had come so close to earning a point at Black 
Country Rangers the weekend prior his first start in 
a Robins jersey. 

The visitors were quickly under pressure against 
the in-form hosts with former Gloucester City 
forward Darryl Addis causing headaches in the 
Town penalty area.

from Glover took the ball away and quelled any 
danger of a deserved equaliser for Dudley. 

But just as Andy Burgess’ side had felt they had 
seen it to half-time just one goal down disaster 
struck. Picking up the ball on the edge of the area 
Scott Jackson needled his way through the Dudley 
backline to leave Cunningham stranded and 
doubled his side’s lead. 

Burgess introduced young striker Rion Francis- 
Mills in the early stages of the second half and the 
switch came to fruition on 56 minutes. 

A neat layoff from Francis-Mills to Ludlow led to a 
cross that was bravely headed home by Todd Warner 
despite close attention from Westfield's keeper 
Jamie Moore. 

Dudley then moved into top gear as they had their 
high flying Alliance opponents on the ropes, but as 
has proved so many times this season they were 
unable to turn chances into goals. 

Ben Store having two good chances one shooting 
wide and then failing to hit the target after Moore 
had flapped at a shot from Francis-Mills.
